On rounding the cape we held a fair 
wind for a couple of days, and then the 
barometer began to fall very rapidly. The 
wind soon freshened and began to blow a 
heavy gale fromthe northwest. This weather 
continued for three days, the wind abating 
nothing in violence, and then the gale cul- 
minated in a perfect burricane, Up to this 
time the ship had not sustained any great 
damage. Of course lots of tackle was carried 
away, tarpaulins blown off the hatches and 
minor: mishaps, but although it was hard

The 
calm continued and we drifted about aimless- 
ly—two live men— cannibals— adrift on the 
broad ocean.” At this point Gandelheart 
passed his hand across his ffehead, on which 
great beads of prespiration stood out like 
drops of dew. ‘Take another drink,” said 
the listener. The man gulped down four 
fingers and continued; “On the morning of 
the seventh day, after leaving the bark, we 
sighted asteamer bearing down upon us. 
An hour iater we were safe no board, and be- 
fore night I wasin bed with brain fever. 
Three weeks later we were put ashore at 
Piymouth, and I lay. ten weeks in the hospi- 
tai between life and death. 

A boagt of trade inquiry as to the loss of 
the Whittlesae was held in England, and the 
facts became public property.

KNowan Iaeidcent in Richmond Became a Picture in 


Parts«.

t1cHMOND, March 2.-—‘‘Richmond, while 


charming socially, can bardly claim to be in 
a position to encourage high art either in 
general fiffusion of sentiment or in the mat- 
ter of substantial assistance, which, after all, 
even genius must take into account. If it is 
a fair question, whv do you not take up your 
residenm.in New York or at least in some art 
centre?’ ! askedof the sculper Valentine as 
he was showing his works toa party of visitors. 
He smiled and replied chat the query had 
fiy<aivernily been. put.to him, but that his 
af@wer always was that he wasa. Virginian: 
here were his home and family ties, and much 
of his inspiration to labor was drawn from 
negro life, seen te best advantage in the south. 
Mr. Valentine’s studiois set back from the 
quietstreet. The jitt!e dooryard in front is 
marked by shrubs and broken sculpture scat- 
tered carelessly about. Inthe centre of the 
room is a large platform on which is a work 
of some size, but so enveloped in cloths that 
nothing can be surmised concerning its ce- 
tails.

CURIOSITIES FROM THE DAYS BE- 
FORE WHITE OCCUPATION. 


Indian Village Long Extinct Traced Oat and ‘Their 
Limits Defined—Explanation of Antiquarians 
Ameng the Iadian Abodes—A Trip 
Through the Canons of the West. 


Correspondence of the Courier-Journal. 

Wasuineton, February 15.—The bureau of 
ethnology, which has its offices and collection 
in the National museum building, and is un- 
der the direction of Major Powell, has had its 
collection greatly enriched by the researches 
made by different parties sent out last sum- 
mer in the Indian reservations, and especially 
to those sections where the most ancient 
American ruins within the limits of our 
country are believed to be. 

It was «determined early last summer to 
vary the work in one branch and organize a 
party to make a thorough preliminary sur- 
vey of all the ancient ruins and monaments 
scattered over the southwestern portion of the 
United States. The work of the bureau in 
the field during its four years’ existence has 
brought to light the sites of many well-defined 
villages, once occupied by people now be- 
lieved tp be extinct. 

ABOUT THESE RUINS 

are the remains and fragments of the me- 
chanics and arts of the inhabitants,exhibiting 
no small Jegree of advancement in busban- 
dry and other evidences of comfortable life. 
In order the better to study what manner of 
men these were who had thus lived, it was 
naturally deemed of great importance to find 
the skeletons of some of them, aud therefore 
Mr. Stevenson, who was in charge of one im- 
portant party, devoted much of his time in 
the latter part of the summer and in the au- 
tumn Of last yearto reseaches among the 
burial places mear the ancient ruins. The 
most interesting matter found was just im the 
angles formed by the junction of Arizona, 
New Mexico, Utah and Colorado. 

This is about the center of the largest and 
most important group of clilf and cave dwel- 
lerson this continent, andit is more than 
probable that this group is not equaled in the 
world forextent and magnitude of archeo- 
logical treasures. They cover an area ofabout 
125 by 150 miles square. This region is known 
as the San Juan. The drainage of the coun- 
try, as well as its geolox cal structure, is pe- 
culiar, and the readiness\rith which erosive 
forces have 

CARVED OUT GREAT CANONS, 

in which the whirling winds haye worn out 
large caverns or caves, is notabie) In these 
reeesses the strange people sought refuse and 
constructed bouses. The caves are don, 
shaped cavities, elongated horizontally, the 
entrance beiag asemi-circle and often upward 
of 150 above bottom of the canon 
below.

found in the ciiff ruins, were in a cyst in the 
canon de Chelly, which cyst is above ground 
It was pentagonal in form at the bottom, and 
about five feet across at the bottom and four 
feet high, measuring from the bottom to the 
apex of the dome. It is dome-shaped, first 
being built up from the bottom with small 
logs. Inside the dome a coat of plaster about 
six inches thick was placed, and the outsid 
covered with earth. This plaster has besome 
so solidified that it is as hard as the rocks of 


the cliff overhanging the dwellings 
formerly used by those interred 
in the cyst. In this four § skel- 


etons were found. They were placed with 
their heads toward the east, and were allina 
stooping posture, with their knees drawn up 
to the chin and fists underthe chin. Three 
of them were badly -broken in getting them 
out, but one was secured in 4 good state of 
preservation. The muscles of the legs and 
arms were in great part preserved by dessica- 
tion, and the finger and tue nails were nearly 
allin piace, while the skin of the palm of 
the bands and bottom of the feet wasina 
sufficient state of preservation to enablea 
study tu be made of it. Clamps of hair also 
remained attached to the head. The cavity 
of the chest contains what are supposed to 
have been the lungs, heartand some other or 
gans of that portion of the body.

A French Sclentific Substitute For Mothers—Remark. 
able Experiments 

The report ofsome remarkable experiments 
in so-called artificial child incubation comes 
from France. The Glasgow Mail says that the 
immense success wich has attended the arti- 
ficial incubation of chickens in France re- 
ceptly attaacted the attention of Dr. Tay- 
ernter,a learned and ingenious physician, 
He was attached to a hospita! for foundlin 
and was annoyed at the large number o 
foundlings who had died within the first six 
months of their life. The majority of those 


admitted to the hospital were weak and sfck- 
ly, and he resolved to try what “artificial 


incubation” would accomplish if applied to 
infants. The doctor constructed a child in- 
cubater on precisely the model of the body 
chicken incubator. It was a box covered wi 

a glass slide, furnished with asoft woolen bed 
and kept at the temperature of eighty-six de- 
vrees Fahrenheit by the aid of hot water. He 
selected as thesubject of his first experiment 
a miserably made infant, one that had come 
into the world at an injudiciously early 
period. This infant was placed in the incu- 
bator, provided with a nursing-bottle, and 
keptinadark room. To the surprise of the 
doctor it ceased to ery on the second day after 
it was placed in the incubator, and although 
it had previously been a preternatarally 
s!eepless child it sank into a deep and quiet 
sleep. The child remained in the incubator 
for abovt eight weeks, during which time it 
never onee cried, and never remained awake 
except wher taking, nourishment. It grew 
rapidly, and whou,at the expiration of sixty 
| days, it was removed ¢rgm tue incubator, it 
pr sented the appearance )! a healthy infant 
ofatleasta year old. Delhgkted with the. 
success of the experiment, Dr. Tavernier 
uext selected an ordinary six months ol@j 
fant addicted to the ususl pains an 

and exhibitim. the usnal freit ‘ne 
infants. The cbild conducted itself while in 
the incubator precisely as its predecessor had 
done. Ic never eried, it spent its whole time 
in’sleep. and it grew asif it had madé up its 
mind to embrace#be career of a professional 
giant. After a six weeks’ stay in the incnba- 
tor it was removed and weighed: during this 
brief period it haddoubled its weight. It had 
become so strong and healthy that it resem- 
bied a child three years old, and it could 
acaually walk when holding on to @ con- 
venient piece of furniture. These two experi- 
ments sat'sfied Dr. Tavermer of the vast ad- 
vantages of artificial child incubation. He 
inimediately proceeded, with the permission 
of the authorities of the hospital, to construct 
an incubator of the capacity of 400 infants, 
and in this he placed every one of the 360 in- 
fants who werein the hospital on the 10th 
day of February last. With the exception of 
one who died of congenital hydrocephalus, 
and another who wasclaimed by its repentant 
parents, the infants were kept continuously 
in the incubator for six months, when they 
were removed, in consequence ot having out- 
grown their narrow beds. The result will 
seem almost incredible to persons who are un- 
familiar with the reputation of Dr. Tay 
ernier, and have not seen the report made to 
the French government on thesubject bya 
select committee of twelve. The average age 
of the infants last February was eight months 
and three days, the youngest being less than 
twelve hours oid and the eidest not more than 
eleven months. Their average weight wag

pounds, only one of the entire 360 
having attained a weight of thirty-two 
pounds. At the end of six months of artifi- 
cial incubator the average weight of each im- 
fant was twenty-four pounds, and there was 
not one who would not have been supposed 
by a casual observatorto be at least three 
years old. In other words, six months of 
artificial incubation did as much in the way 
of developing Dr. Tavernier’s foundlings ‘as 
three years of ordinary life would have done. 
The infants were strong and healthy as well 
as big; they walked within a week at leaving 
the incubator, and most of them have since 
learned to talk. These results surpassed Dr, 
ravernier’s most enthusiastic expectations, 
and there can: be no doubt that his system of 
artificial child ineubation will be adopted,

SOMEGOSSIP ABOUT THISHISTORiC 
INSTITUTION. 

Noted Prisonere of the Old Georgta Penitentiary — 
How the State Convicts Were Managed in Axic- 
Betlum Deyt-A Per‘grated Paddi:—H w 
Libarty S:reet Was Madr, Bte., Bte. 
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From the Milledgeville Union and Recorder. 

There are not many men living who enter- 
ed the big gate of the old Georgia penitentia- 
ry in 1837, forty six years ago. It may be 
pleasant to the few who still sur ive, to have 
a recount of a few reminiscences of this ence 
famous public prison; certainly the young of 
‘two later generations will thank the writer 
for the relation of events and the scenes they 
describe. In these little narratives the writer 
does not dread the, imputatggn of egotism or 
yanity. He strives to please, and instruct, 
and if he fails, he bas the consciousness of an 
honest effort to do both. 

But we must necessarily be brief. The 
prison in which the convicts were incarcera- 
ted in 1837, when we first entered its gates, 
was situated rather to the northwestern part 
of the citvy—now, about the centre. William 
Schley was the governor of the state at that 
time. The property of the institution, in 


Jand, wes twenty acres, but only about three 


acres were enclosed by a prison wall twenty 
feet high, built of brick. (Subsequently, 
when Shirman burnt it in December, 
1864, the walls had been extended, 
and four acres of ground were embraced 
in the enclosure.) The walls were 
about 2 feet in breadth, enabling a guard to 
walk from the captain's office to the look-out 
on the corner, which was a wooden sentry, 
but the guard usually marched to the four 
corners of the square by an outside path, and 


’ ascended to the look-out by a flight of steps. 


For many years these guardhouses had no 
facilities for enabling each guard of two hours, 
during the day, to have a fire, but just before 
the war, small chimneys were attached to 
each look-out and the guard were made com- 
fortable in very heavy weather. 

These four guardbouses were not in com- 
munication by sight, the tall buildings within 
the inclosure obstructing the view from one 
guard post to another. Many prisoners in 
attempts to escape were shot and killed or 
candied by the guard on the opposite post 
from the point of escape. The writer well 
remembers, when a boy, sitting in the north- 
eastern guard-house playing checkers with a 
guard, saw hit suddenly arise, seize his 
end fire at a man_ clad in 
Stripes jumping the outside fence 
enclosure just opposite to the 
present residence of Dr. W. H. Hall. The 
man disappeared, und the guard, from the 
distance, 200 yards, supposed he had missed 
his aim, and began to reload, when other 
parties with the dogs appeared in tull pur- 
suit. The convict was found dead in the 
ditch, having been shot in the back and 
through the heart. This was a remarkable 
shot from an old smooth-bore niusket, ata 
distance of 200 yards. We cite this as but 
one instance of the death of scores of con- 
victs who tried to elude the guard when en- 
gaged on some outside work, but met death 
in the attempt to escape. 

The workingmen were divided into several 
divisions, entirely separate. There was the 
woodshop, for making and repairing wagons 
and other vehicles; the blacksmith shop, the 
shoeshop, tanyard. brickyard, tailor shop, 
painter's shop, washing department, cooking 
department, hospital and gardeners, over 
nearly all of which was a special overseer, ap- 
pointed by theprincipal keeper. At sin- 
down, after afrugal supper of bread and 
water, each convict, with a small cedar pail, 
was dyawn into line, according tothe number 
%s clothes, which corresponded to the 
muribe: of his cell in the granite prison house, 
four stories high and 150 feet long. Each man, 
daily, was carefully examined by the captain 
of the guard to see if he had instruments on 
his person not permissible. Each story in the 
sleeping building was guarded during the 
night by one guard, who was relieved every 
two hours. 

The building inside, except the granite 
siructure where the convicts slept, were 
burned. by the convicts twice before the war, 
after our first acquaintance withthem. The 
first time was during the administration of 
Governor George W. Crawford, when General 
Charlies Nelson, who had been in command of 
the Cherokee troops during the Florida war 
in 1836, was principal keeper. He was a 
coura, cous but acruel man. We have heard 
it said that his tyranny, while in command 
in Florida was so oppressive that his life was 
often threatened. He was appointed by Goy- 
ernor McDonald under the mistaken idea that 
it took a stern and merciless man to control 
thieves and murderers. Two or three con- 
victs in the paint shop, where there was al- 
ways a great deal of combustible matter, ar- 
ranged a plan to fire the bu 'ldings. During 
the dinner hour, wbheft there was no overseer 
present, they laid their plans. It was by a 
system ofsiow matches connecting with bar 
rels of turpentine, varnish, etc., which were 
ignited just asthey were moving out to enter 
the ceils forthe night. It worked splendidly 
for their desires. At sundown they 
entered the cells, and before 8 
p.m., one of the main buildings, joining 
three or four others, was all ablaze. But one 
ortwo convicts knew anything of the plot, 
and hence, when they saw the tiames licking 
out toward their cells they were frenzied with 
fear, and their agonizing cries for relief could 
be heard to the heart of the city. The citi- 
vens were soon presentin great numbers, to 
assist in subluing theconiflagration. General 
Nelson, principal keeper, would permit no 
entrance. He was seen to walk up and down 
Opposite the lower, or ground tier of cells, 
and repeatedly use this language in reply 
to the appeals of the confined prisoners: 
“Burn, damn you, burn. You set the fire 
and | will make cracklings of every man of 
you.”’ Nor would he permita cell aoor to be 
unlocked until Governor Crawford arrived on 
the ground and peremptorally ordered him 
to open the cells. The Metropolitan Greys, a 
city volunteer corps, were brought up, and 
formed a circle outside the walls, into which 
some three or four hundred 
desperate white men were march- 

and ordered on penalty of death, to 
lie flaton the ground. This they did, and 
there was notan escape. Had there been collu- 
sion toany considerable extent, a break would 
have resulted in a general escapade, with per- 
haps only one or two fatal results. The peri- 
tentiary was burned on the night of the day 
George W. Crawford was inaugurated govern- 
or the first time, Wednesday, November &th, 
1543. On the first of January, 1544, Governor 
Crawford appointed Anderson W. Redding 
principal keeper, who made probably the 
most eflicient keeper the institution ever had. 

The two most notorious men who were ever 
confined in the old penitentiary was a man 
mamed Price, and the famous burglar and 
robber, Dr. Roberts, the latter being a con- 
vict at repeated times, for different offenses, 
and was a prisoner serving a jong term, when, 
ou General Sherman’s approach, in 1864, the 
convicts were liberated by Governor Brown, 

&a prudential measure. Price was notorious 
for bis strength and almost supernatural pow- 
er. Olid men tell us who knew him well, that 
he once broke out of jail when he was pin- 
jioned to the floor heavily with ifons and the 
irons passed through the floor and secured by 
boits on the opposite side. 

Dr. Roberts had a state reputation. His 
robberies were not confined to one county or 
one section of the state, and they were num- 
erous, and in alumost every instance the deed 
was boldand the booty heavy. He was a 
very intelligent man, but seemed as unhappy 
asx fish outof water when not engaged in 
some dering theft orburglary. He was popu- 


lar with his keepers and wes given light and 


ntduties about the hospital, When 
end his crowd were advancing on 
lle, Governor Browngardoned the |

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military ¢ompany, commanded by Dr. Rob- 
erts, but the organization had. a brief exis- 
tence, and the writer has never heard of Dr. 
Roberts since Sherman entered this city. 

The penitentiary was the go oe resort for 
strangers visiting. the city in the ante-bellum 
times, as much so as is the lunatic asylum at 
present. 

An incident, as we write, that was remark- 
able, occurs to us. A few years before the 
late war a young man from Columbus was vis- 
iting this city. He wentin company witha 
verv respectable young man of this town, to 
see the penitentiary and interview the con- 
victs. The three new stories had just been 
added tothe rock cell building, and the 
two young men were 
through the building. ©The 
ledgevile young man fm, 9 | said to-the 
Columbus young man, (calling him by name) 
“here is a cell | have picked out for you, and 
wrote your name uponit.” In less than 
twelve months the Columbus young~ man 
was sent to the penitentiary, for some crime, 
and did occupy the very cell with his name 
written upon thedoor. Punishment for vio- 
lation of rules was graded according to the 
offense. In mild cases the convict was usually 
locked up in his cell and 
put on a diet of bread and 
water, which generally reduced the obstinacy 
of the offender. For insubordination, resist- 
ing an officer, or fighting another convict, the 
offender was given the strap from day to day, 
continuingea length of time proportionate to 
the degree of the offense. But General Nel- 
son was not content with the strap. He in- 
troduced a paddle about a foot wide, perfora- 
ted with numerous half-inch augur holes. 
When this struck the naked flesh there was 
seldom found one man so hardened and obsti- 
nate as not to fail to moan or cry out for 
mercy. 

The convicts were given Saturday afternoon 
to wash, amuse themselves, or do little jobs 
on their own account. Many would manu- 
facture articles of value, working an hour at 
noon and Saturday. These articles were 
placed for sale in the inspector’s storeroom, 
and when sold the proceeds were given to the 
convict, and with this money he bought lux- 
uries, or sent it home to his family. 

The citizens of Milledgeville in the main 
were much opposed to tne penitentiary, be- 
cause the convicts were put at work of vari- 
ous kinds that competed with local mechan- 
ics, and in latter years were permitted to 
work out in private houses and d0 other jobs, 
for prices with which the regular local me- 
chanics could not compete. Hence the peo- 
ple here had no tears toshed when Sherman 
put the torch toitand laid it in asbes, A 
portion of the wreck remains, but. the old 
penitentiary is dead beyond resurrection. It 
is a little singular that the short street that 
ied to the entrance gate, began at the peni- 
tentiary and ended at the graveyard, and is 
named Liberty. 
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ANIMALS TALK. 
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CAN THE LOWE 


The Possibility of Cockatoos—Sweet Bird Graduates 
~—~Saking the Bachelor's Degree. 

A writerin the Journal of Science deals 
with the interesting subject of the attempts 
of certain of the lower animals to acquire 
human speech. Atthe outset the observer is 
struck vy the curious fact that the most suc- 
cessful attempts of this nature have been 
made not by theanimals that are usually held 
to rank nearest to humanity, but by certain 
birds. M..-A. Roujon tells of a dog 
that can» pronounce the words ma maman. 
Considering the intelligence of dogs, it is per- 
haps a matter of surprise that such stories are 
notcommoner. It has been suggested that 
the cause may be in the difference in struct- 
ure of the vocal organs. At all events, the 
lower mammalia, as a rule, do not learn hu- 
man speech. It is the parrot and notthe 
monkey taat learns to talk. This has struck 
the observant negro, who is said to havea 
theory that the monkey can speak but will 
not do so, lest he should be made to work. 
If the monkeys had arrived at this generali- 
zation, they would soon find that even the 
mutes must do something in the complex or- 
ganization of civilized life. 

It is clear, however, that in addition to the 
possession ot certain physiological] and mental 
characteristics an animal must be in close 
contact with man before he can be expected 
to become familiar with his speech. It is 
evident that the animals that weuld appear 
most promising for such an experiment are 
not available for the purpose. 
‘increase in captivity and hence the hereditary 
influence of selective developments carried 
on for generations isentirely absent. It is 
gravely doubted by some whether the birds 
that imitate the speech of man 
have any perception whatever of the 
n.eaning of the words they use. Jo they em- 
ploy their phrases with definite purpose or 
intention, ordo they merely reproduce what 
they hear, as a boy may imitate the quack of 
a duck or the grunt of a pig? The writer of 
the article mentioned recites the case of a 
parrot which always preferred the petition, 
“Give Polly a bit, if you ploase,’”’ when she 
saw that food was being prepared, but did not 
offer that observation at any other time. He 
also mentioned a magpie at Stowmarket that 
knew and used with accuracy the names of 
several members of the family. 

The Abbe Gras has two parrots that use 
genera] phrases with strict appropriateness. 
When a supply of seeds is given tu Coco she 
cries ‘‘Here is something gocd.’”’ If her com- 
panion screams she says, “Come, Cocotte, 
don’t.scream; sing.’’ If her request is com- 
plied with, she patronizingly observes, “You 
sing well; On, very well!’ M. Gras was giv- 
ing some directions to his housekeeper when 
Coco inferjected, ‘‘How; don’t you under- 
stand?’ Intelligent parrots occasionally vary 
their phrases, and, like children who are 
learning to talk, riever speak of them- 
selves in the first person.” The child calls 
itself ‘*‘Baby,’’ as the parrot styles itself 
‘“Polly.”’ The bird and child alike puzzle and 
blunder in conning over a new phrase, and 
have especial difficulty in mastering the final 
part of the sentence. Considering what an 
individual bird can accomplish, it wenld be 
rash to limit the possibilities of that which 
might be if generation after generation of 
clever parrots were matched. ‘Perhaps,”’ 
says the writer, ‘‘in these days of cram and of 
the equal rights of animals we may in five 
centuries have magpies in the fifth and sixth 
standard, micaws preparing for the examina- 
tion of the science and art department, and 
cockatoos—sweet bird graduates—taking their 
degrees at the university of London.

“We are deeply interested here in Atlanta in the 
question of cheaper and better meat and THE CoN- 
STITUTION would like to know your conclusions in 
relation to dressed beef.”’ . 

‘The meat men of Chicago are undertaking to 
Solve the problem of furnishing prime beef ata 
fair price andtheyare meeting with asionishing 
success so far as the amount shipped and soid is 
concerned. It isalmostimpossible for one who has 
not seen it to conceive that there can be slaughter- 
ed iu and shipped from a single city such a vast 
number of cattle as are handled in Chicago. Three- 
quarters of a million head of beef cattle were kill- 
ed in that city last year, and I suppose more than a 
million head will be killed this year.”’ 

“What class of cattle do the packing establish- 
ments use?’’ 

‘‘Chicagois the great hopper into which poured 


Wine bulk of the cattle raised in the west, ‘southwest 


and northwest. I believe about two million head 
were received in 1882, of which 750,000 were killed 
there and the rest were reshipped. They are di- 
vided into three classes—Texas, Colorado and Mon- 
tana and natives. Texas is the lowest grade, Col- 
orado and Montana the second and natives the 
highest grade. This latter class includes the cattle 
raised in the states contiguous to Illinois and are 
killed for home consumption and for shipment to 
first-class trade. All cattle received at the stock- 
yards are unloaded, fed and Wa- 
tered there, and those that are 
carried east on the hoof are bought and reshipped 
at this point. These yards, therefore, make Chi- 
cago the greatest stock marketin the world. When 
I was there they were receiving about 3,500 head of 
hogsevery day and about 6,000 cattle. The ship- 
ments of cattle this year will probably average 
6,000 head or more for every day iu the year, Two- 
thirds, if not more, of the hog preduct is slaughter- 
ed here and converted into pork and nearly one- 
half of the beef product.’’ 

‘**How is this vast amount of beef used up?’’ 

‘*The great packing establishments use a great por- 
tion of it for their canning business. They put up 
corn beef, roast beel, all sorts of soups, and also put 
in cans a vast amount of |browe or heed cheese for 
the foreign market. Millions of cans of this beef 
in various shapes are exporied every year, and a 
large amount Of it is also used in this country.’’ 

‘“‘What is the extent of the dressed beef business?’’ 


“It would be impossible to say exactly. It is in- 
creasing very rapidly. Ferhaps I could give you 
some idea by selecting a typical packing 


establishment and showing iff increase of business. 
P. D. Armour & Co. do a busininess of over $35,000,- 
000 a year in canning meat, pork packing and dress- 
ed beef. Their buildings cover 22 acres adjoining 
the stockyards, and they slaughter 10,000 hogs and 
1,000 head of cattle aday. There are otber estab- 
lishments about as large, and theyall do business 
in the same way. I investigated carefully as to the 
class of cattle killed and the manner of slaughter- 
ing, preserving, etc. I watched with especial care 
the killing of the cattle and their conversion into 
meat. Here isthe result: Whena droveoi cattle 
is bought the smaller and p-corercattle are taken 
outofthe drove. These are known as canning 
cattle, and are used for the canned beef, 
roast beef, canned soups, and are 
killed separate from the larger and finer cattle. 
The best class of animals are killed for dre: 
beef to be shipped east and south in refrigera 
cars. It has to make itsown deisand against local 
meats and local prejudice, and of course the Chi- 
cago packers can only send out the very best. They 
had better send none than to send inferior cattle. 
The rough meat from these cattle also goes in with 
the poorer steck killed forcanning. You will natur- 
ally inquire how can all this vast product be used up. 
The answer comes in the fact that this single estab 
lishment makes 50,000 pounds of sausage every day 
and I will not undertake to say how many million 
cans of the different kind of potted meats it manu- 
factures are put up every year.’’ 

‘*What is the process of killing and preparing the 
dressed beef for market?’’ 

“The cattle are taken from the stockyards to the 
slaughter-houses. Here cach animal is shot just 
back of the horns as it comes up, The moment it 
dropsit is caught by the hind leg.drawn up by ma- 
chinery and its throatcut. Itis then moved by an 
inclined plane, to be dressed, bleeding as it goes. 
It is dressed with much dexterity, for it only takes 
from three to five mlnutes from the time the animal 
is shot until it is dressed, hung up and cut in half 
to be cooled out. As soon as this process is com- 
pleted it is taken down and sent to the freezing 
room. This room is kept at such a low 
temperature as ty be perfectly dry; so 
dry indeed, that matches are kept there without be- 
coming damp. Here it is retained until thoroughly 
frozen. It is then putin refrigerator cars, each 
side of meat being hung so that it does not touch 
the other. In this condition it is sent to market. 
The temperature of these refrigerator cars is also 
kept at from thirty to thirty-five degrees, whith 
prevents any moisture. That is the intention. It 
is about a week from the time the beef is killed 
until tne dressed beef reaches its destination either 
north or south. Both the packers and the 
scientists claim thatitis better then than when first 
killed, and it is doubtless so. In other words if the 
temperature in the cars is kept well below freezing 
point while on the road. You can get some idea of 
the extent of this business when all the establish- 
ments doing this business have had to double their 
capacity during the pastyear. I suppose there are 
at least three or four of them who slaughter a 
thousand head of catthke aday.’’ 

“What class oF cattle do they kill?’’ 

‘They claim to kill for their dressed beef busi- 
ness identically the same class of cattle that are 
taken east on the hoof, and much better than ever 
go south, and I think they do. 


These are pushing business men, 
and seem to Sppvetnet the fact that they are just 
founding a giant industry, and that they must 
make nO mistakes to start with. This fact of itself 
makes them careful to send only prime meat to 
their customers, who are using their dressed beef,”’ 

“Do they kill feverish or diseased meat?"’ 

“Of course they do not. There is no incen- 
tive for them to do so, They have such vast re- 
sources for using up a!l their {nferior meats, ways 
that can by ‘no possibility injure their trade, that 
they would be foolish to send poor beef to their 
c ers who use their dressed meat. All catule 
shipped on cars are more or less feverieh when they 
reach their destination, but thatis nota good argu- 
ment against Chicago dressed beef. | suppose op an 
average it takes something less than five days from 
the time the animals are shipped from the ranches 
until they reach Chicago. It takes from five days 
more for them to reach their destination cast. I 
presume it would take about the same time to reach 
Aulanta. Therefore, if they are feverish when 
they reach Chicago, five days from the point of 
ahi ment, their condition must certainly be worse 
at the end of ten days' travel Allcattle going into 
the Chicagestock yards are required to be fea and 
Watered at least twenty-fear hours before being 
tiaughtered.

The Seenes at the Mansion. 

The representative of Tue CoNsTiITUTION 
reached the executive mansion at about 10 
The house was perfectly still, and 
In the right 


o'clock. 
he entered without ringing. 
hand fromt parlor was seated Dr. Raines, Mr. 
Secretary Seidell, Captain W. T. Newman and 
Captain J. T. Glenn. 

“The governor is dying!” 

This was the message that greeted all com- 
ers. In the parlor fronting the quiet group 
was the Stephens historic chair—empty—and 
strange as it may sound, #@lesolate looking. 
So long had he lived in if—so intimately 
had its life been interwoven with his—so 
completely had it pulsed and throbbed and 
quivered underthe touch of his gentle fin- 
gers; and so faithfully had it responded to 
his slightest impuise, and interpreted his 
innermost and unuttered thoughts—that it 
seemed to be part of him as itsat there so 
It commanded the ‘defer- 
ence and reverence of those who looked on 
it. Already it seemed to have claimed kin- 
ship with his sufféring, and to have grown 
motionless under the touch that would stop 
forever and for aye the fitful beating of its 
masters heart. 

There were occasional callers during the 
night. Commissioner Henderson, Warrant 
Clerk Murphy, ex-Mayor Huff, Major Long- 
street, Mr. J. W. Murphy and Mr.T. B. Brady, 
the two latter having been appointed to sit 
up with him dyring the night. 

As the rooms were filling gradually the 
other parlor was lighted and gradually tae 
whole lower floor was lit up just as it was 
when a.few months ago many of the same per- 
sons who were then present had escorted Mr. 
Stephens amid the applause and enthusiasm 
of «a yvast crowd to his first night in the man- 
sion. The callers made congenial groups in 
the parlors, the library or the hall and talked 
in low tones. As one of the doctors came 
from the sick man he was at once surrounded 
by questioners. The steady response was: 

“He is sinking rapidly and can live but a 
few moments.” 

It was thought that even after all hope had 
been abandoned by those who knew best, that 
many still clung to the idea that the governor 
would still fight his way through the cloud 
that gathered about bim. 

Drs. Miller and Steiner remained at Mr. 
Stephens’s bedside almost constantly. In the 
bedroom were only the physicians and the 
relatives of the governor. No one was denied 
admission, and many friends paused in the 
door for a moment. 

He was in the Jast room on the left of the 
lower ball. The bed was in the further cor- 
ner of the room, and the governor was lying 
on the front part of the bed. , 

He was very much emaciated, and his pal- 
lor was intense. He seemed to be in no pain 
whatever, but breathed heavily with apparent 
effort. His eyes were half closed, and wore 
a strained expression. His left hand was rest- 
ing on his breast, and his right hand lust 
beneath the cover. 

A TALK WITH DR. STEINER. 

Dr. Steiner, who leit Mr. Stepbers for a 
few minutes, about ten o'clock, said to THe 
ConeTITUTION in responsé to an inguiry: 

“Mr. Stephens is sinking very om and 
there is not the slightest hope of his ral- 
lying.’’ 

“wo you think that the end is near 

‘*] do not think he can live more than an 
hour. Indeed we have just had a consulta- 
tion to ascertain whether or not the beat of 
his pulse is perceptible. Mr. Stephent’s 
mind is ail wrong and has been ever’ since I 
saw bim. He is adrift at this moment like 
a bit of wood on the ocean, perfectly 
helpless. I have treated him for many years 
and I have always relied mainly on his woa- 
derful power of wiil to bring him through. 
His brain has never been shaken before and 
he hasalways been perfectly self-pussessed, 
In this has been his great strength. His 
body as a mere physical frame, could never 
have resisted one-half the suffering he has 
undergone and survived. Only ice in my 
experience have | known his mentai action

‘showever, he was perfectly clear, His mind 
resumed its sway, his feeble frame responded 
to his powerful dictates,and ina short time 
he was well. But from the first in this case,as 
far as I can judge, his mind has been gone, 
and he has been drifting perfectly helpless at 
the mercy of every chance or impulse.” 

‘What was the cause of death?” 

“I should say beyond doubt,that it was over- 
work. He died from ovértasking his mental 
organs. You understand thatif you use any 
organ of the bedy excessively it wears out. 
He has been able todo but little physical 
work and, and his whole energies have been 
poured 1n to his mental organ. The mental gan- 
glia, or gray substance of the brain—that part 
of the brain in which the mind exists—the 
outer surface of the brain. The continued 
and excetsive use of this organ has induced 
a nervous exhausiion under which it has 
. failed entirely and left him without the pow- 
ertorally. Itgmay be that excessive thought 
and study has produced a rush ef blood to the 
brain that resulted in cappillary engagement, 
orit may be thatit has brought about a de- 
pletion of the brain. In any event it is the 
constant and excessive use of his mind that 
bas produced his death. For example he has 
been unable to sleep since I came, and con- 
sequently unable to givethe brain that rest 
that was imperitively needed. 

‘Could you not force him to sleep?’ 

‘We had about determined this afternoon 
to force him to sleep to-night by the use of 
chioral. Two or three hours ago we were 
discussing it. We discovered before using 
the chivral that he was dying, and that noth- 
ing could save him. If we had used the 
chioral he would have died under it, and the 
public. might then have judged that the 
chloral had produced the death, which it 
now appears was incvital@#? with or without 
iby : 

‘‘Has Mr. Stephens had no lucid intervals 
since you arrived?”’ 

‘‘None except to-day. I determined to see 
if J could not bring him to fix his mind on 
something. l approached his bedside, sharply 
caught him, and arresting his eve, said deci- 
sively: Mr. Stephens, whoamI? He looked 
up, his bright eyes flickered for a moment 
then steadied themselves on me, and he suid: 
‘Why, doctor, how are you? Is Mrs. Steiner 
with you?’ and pressed my hand just as he 
used to do. Hethen seemed to be trying to 
concentrate his thoughts for a moment, and 
evidefitly intended to ask my wife and 
myself to come to the mansion, or 
to his home in Crawfordsville. I could not 
understand definitely which. Indeed before 
he had uttered his thought he was off again, 
and I did not attempt to arouse him,’’’ 

‘It is impossible then that he will become 
conscious before death.”’ 

“Entirely so. He may die at any moment. 
I don’t think he can live two hours, and he 
will die speechless and unconscious. As I 
said, his pulse is barely perceptible now. It 
will shortly flicker in his wrist one or two fit- 
ful beats, then stop forever. There will be 
no pain and no consciousness, He will die 
under a cloud,” 

A $ALK WITH DR. MILLER, 
At about twelve o’clock, Dr. Miller came 
vut of Mr. Stephens’s room, and in response 
to an inguiry from Tur Constitution, said: 

“You have read tie story of the wonderful 
one-horse shay. With all respect I say that 
Mr. Stephens’s death is a reproduction of that 
story. Itisaisimple wearing out. He has 
undertaken more work than he was able to 
stand at bis time of life, and in his plfysical 
condition. The result is nervous exhaustion 
that has ended in death.’’ 

‘Do you think his death was hastened by 
his trip to Savannah ?”’ 
‘IT think not, He was very earefual of him- ; 
self on that trip and while he may have taken 
cold he had commenced to decline before 
he went to Savannah. He _—ihad 
called my atiention to his increasing 
indisposition§ severa! days before we start 
ed to Savannah, and I had myself noticed it. 
Shortly after his return from Savannah and 
his illness had increased I became satisfied 
that his condition was entirely different 
from what it had been in his 
former :fits of prostration. For instance, 
when he was attacked before his sickness was 
always accompanied wiflh exquisite sug§fering. 
It was neuralgia of the bowels. or bronchitis, 
or rheumatism, or some such. ailment 
that brought with it constant § and 
racking pain. His present illness has been 
entirely painless and without any special 
feature except an inability to assimilate the 
nourishment he took. Iwas very glad that 
Dr. Steiner, who had been his _ pbhysi- 
cian for years “and ras-—Ss thoroughly 
acquainied with his system was summoned to 
hisside. Dr, Steiner stated that the attack 
was different from any he has ever had before 
and he shared my views in regard to the 
causes and probable results.”’ 
‘How long has Mr. Stephens been uncon- 
scious?” 
‘Chat ishard to say. His mind- has been 
gradually failing but-he maintained a persist- 
ent struggle for consciousness up to Wednes- 
day night. By the way you were mistaken 
in saying that his last official act was sign- 
ing Governor Colqnitt’s commission. It was 
something more chacteristic than a mere 
clerical performance. On Wednesday after 
noon a petition for a pardon came up for bis 
action. He had examined it before. As 
he wag, about to sign it, Mr. Seidell said, 
“Governor, perhaps we had better delay this 
matter for a few days.’’ Mr. Stephens imme- 
diately replied, “I know very well what 
I am doing,”’ and signed the 
pardon. I think that the last definite con- 
sciousness was the recognition of Dr, Steiner. 
He did not know that Dr. Steiner had been 
sent for, and when we appeared at his bedside 
and spoke to him there was aclear and instant 
recognition. He talked with him for a mo- 
ment and asked him to accept the hospitali- 
ties of the mansion while he was in the city.” 
His illness has been painless you say?"’ 
“Entirely so. He is gradually declining 
now, and the end will be painless—much as 
a tired ian falling asleep. 

MK. STEPHENS 8 LAST WORDS, 
It is uncertain yet what were the last words 
-atiered by the great statesman before his 


death. Itseems \o be agreed that his last 
clearly conscious conversation was 
with Dr. Steiner, which we have 
quoted above Mr. Seidell says ‘thu 


yesterday afternoon he recognized Mr. Joun 
Stephens, nisnephew. Mr. Stephens asked 
the governor it he knew him, and he replied; 
‘Yes, its John.’ Dr. Raines says further that 
after this occurence he was attending to some 
of his wants, and moving hum in his bed, 
when he said: 

“Doetor, you hurt me,” 

Dr. Raines says that those were the last words 
be ever uttered. This was pure.y an acciden- 
tal exclamation. If this be trae, and we 
could bear of no words uttered after these, 
they remind one of the last words of Gartield, 
who said just before he died: 

Ob, Swaim, that pain!” 

It is a strange fate, the last werds wrested 
from Mr. Stepbens pal id and drawn lips, was 
anappeal against the physical agony with 
whicu his whole life bad been racked. for 
more than halfacentury the spirit of pain had 
clouded hisexistence,freighted hisevery breath 
with suffering. And at last,wuen the shadows 
of death had gathered about his bedside, 
and the compassionate mercy of God seemed 
to bave tempered the pangs of dissolation, 
his oid enemy, relentless and unsparing, in- 
vaded even that presence, defied even that 
mercy and denanded the last words his trem- 
bliag lips should utter upon this earth, 


The Crisis Approaching. 
At about two o'clock this morning it was 
evident that Mr, Stephens was much weaker, 
and that a crisis was approaching. The doc-

As the end drew near, Mr. Stephens was 


ightly to the right. The husky rattie in his 
throat that had been plainly perceptible 
earlier in the night, had ceased “entirely. 
There was no more heavy breathing, aud not 
the slightest gasping. He was quietj as a baby 
asleep in itsymother'sarms. wr. Miller held 
his slender wrist anxiously. The tired pulse 
had almost ceased to beat. Only once in 
awhile could the trained fingers detect a flick- 
ering throb, as the ebbing tide wasted slowly 
away. 

At three o'ciock Dr. Steiner and Dr. Raines, 
who had gone to sleep, were awaked as the 
end was inevitably at hand. When Dr. 
Steiner reached his bedside, Mr. Stephens was 
very much weaker. Two ladies, Mrs. Stephens 
and Mrs. Grier, who had retired for a little 
sleep, entered the room and took their 
{place by the bed. There was then 
present, besides those , and the 
Physicians, Hon. J. T. Henderson, Judge 
Hall, Colonel John Stephens,{A. L. Kontz, 
Mr. f’. B. Brady, C. W. Neidell, R. K. Paul, 
and the two colored servants, The breathing 
grew fainter and fainter, but there was not 
the slighest disturbance on the pallid face. 
Atlength Dr. Steiner lifted the wrist and 
bent with intentness over the bed. He then 
drew back and putting on his glasses, looked 
into his face and said: 

“I’m afraid he is gone.”’ 

This was precisely at twenty-four minutes 
past three. 

After another earnest look he said: 

‘He is dead,”’ 

So gently had the golden cord been loosened 
that not even the physician who stood with 
his hand upon the wrist, knew when the last 
link had slipped asunder, 

As one stood looking at the worn and wast- 
ed frame—rocked and tossed and strained for 
so many years, but now at peace at last—and 
of the bitter and persistent fight egainst pain 
and suffering, now so softly ended, that 
quaint quatrain of Judge Bieckley’s came 
into mind— 

‘How costly is life—at what heavy expense 

Do we temper the blood aud nourish the sense; 
But Death unto all is offered so cheap, 

It is but closing the eyes and ceasing to weep.”’ 


Mr. Stephens’s Last Dispositions. 


Colonel Jno. Stephens said: ‘I have never 
known him to speak so little of death, as 
during: his present illness, or to make so few 
arrangements for the worst that might come. 
In all his otherattacks he has been especially 
careful to impress on me the minutest details 
of his wishes and intentions. In this illness 
he has not said a single word of any of his 
desires.”’ 

This but confirms the theory of his illness— 
that it was exhaustion rather than disease 
that brought about his death. It was the 
mind, and not the body, that gave way. It 
was infinite weariness and a longing for rest. 
Mr. Stephens made his will some time ago. 
He leaves $10,000 in money to the children 
of his late brother, Judge Stephens, and the 
rest of his estate, barring a few minor be- 
quests, to his nephew, Colonel John A, Ste- 
phens. 

What his estate will foot up depends large- 
ly on the saleof his new “History of the 
United States."” He made about $50,000 on 
“The War Between the States” and his new 
book is selling well. Above his bequests his 
estate will probably pay $10,000. 


Mr. Stephens’s Former Attack. 

Mr. Stephens has been an invalid most of 
his life, and his death has freqently been ex- 
rected, and at least twice definitely an- 
nounced. In 1854 he had a desperate sick- 
ness, which was preceded in 1857 by an at- 
tack. In 1860 he was seized with vertigo and 
fell out of his back door, which came very 
near kiJling him, Duriugthe war he suffered 
terribly, Iu 1969 he was crippled and hed a 
long spell of sickness. In 1875 it was announced 
that he was dying, and amidnight meeting 
in the Methodist church, in thiscity, prayed 
for his recovery. In 1877 it was announced 
that he was dead. In 1879he was almost as 
ill. His main trouble of late bas been with 
his stomach, neuralgia of the bowels, cholera- 
morbus and similar complaints, have caused 
him much suffering, and his physicians have 
— feared that it would be cause of his 
death, | 


Mr. Stephens’s Religious Belief. 


A few moments after death had taken 
place, some gne remarked on the calmness 
and tranquillity with which Mr. Stephens 
had faced it from the first. Dr. Steiner said: 
“Such a man as Mr. Stephens could have 
faced any sort of death with perfect calm- 
ness.’’ 

Some one asked about his religious belief. 
Dr, Steiner said: 

“J was with Mr. Stephens several years ago 
when he was very low—he thought he was 
dying and I was very fearful. I was going to 
Augusta for the night when he stopped me. 
He said, ‘Doctor 1 want you to see me_die. 
Except Toombs and my famiiy I think more 
of you than of any man on earth. 
I want you with me when I die.’ I agreed 
to stay with him. Shortly afterwards Dr. 
Irvinecome in. He said: ‘Mrt Stephens, J 
will go out and see Harry and his family, 
and when [| come back, if you have no objec- 
tion, I will read a chapter in the Bible, and 
we will havea prayer.’ Mr, Stephens said 
quickly: 

‘4 I do object and most decidedly. I have no 
objection to prayer for I believe init, but I 
do object to deathbed repentance. I have 
made it the rule of my life to live each 
day as if it were going to be 
my last. In the heat of politics I may have 
sqnetimes forgotten myself, but I am no bet-, 
ter to-day on my deathbed than I bayetried | 
to be everyday of my life, and I have no 
special preperaiions to make and no speciul 
pleas to offer.’ 

‘‘That was Mr. Stephens’s creed and belief, 
I beard him say on another occasion, ‘Real 
prayer means to throw yourself at the feet of 
Jesus Christ and to pray trustingly. My 
prayer is the Lord's prayer 
and the publican’s prayer.’ Mr. 
Stephens’s creed was simple, but it would have 
sufficed to bave carried him without a tremor 
through the most terrible death straggie. It 
was the rule of his life to live evey day as if it 
were to be the last,” 

The Arrangements for ihe Burial. 
Thirty minutes afier Mr. Stephens’s death 
was announced, the mansion was almost de- 
serted, and the few friends who had remained 
until the last hour had gone to their homes, 
The family¢aad retired to their rooms, and 
the -physicians, worn out with con- 
stant watching had withdrawn to tuke 
their needed rest. 

Mr. Seidell, Mr. Marpby, Mr. Brady, Mr.

A QUESTION OF VOCATION. 
_ There was one disturbing element, however. 
Should he carry out the wishes of those who 
had given him the opportunity of entering 
college? Should he enter the ministry? He 
made this matter the subject of long und deep 
reflection, and finally came to the conc! usion 
that he was unfitted for the pulpit. He had 
no inclination in that direction. He felt that 
he had received no call to preach. Alluding 
to this particular period of his life, Mr. Ste- 
phens says: ‘“My whole thirst was for books, 
lor science, and for learning. Money J had 
no further care or thought for than just to 

meet my little necessary contingencies.” 

Immediately after his graduation he took 
charge of a schoolin the town of Madison, 
and here for four months, accurding to his 
own account, he wasthe most miserable -of 
mortals. The desolate, grinding, exasperat- 
ing monotony of the school-room did not suit 
the aspirations of the future statesman. 
His soul revolted, his whole nature, bis de- 
sires, his inclinations, his instimet§, rose up 
in arms against such an environment. The 
only break in this monotony was upon the 
occasion of a revolt of some of his older 
pupils, who imagined that they could 
frighten the frail, youthful looking teacher. 
Upon these unruly young men Mr. Stephens 

used the rod, and to good purpose. 
One little episode of his experience in Mad 
iso#, & most romantic one, Mr. Stephens 
never breathed to a mortal until long years 
afterward. With oneof his pupils, a girl 
lovely in mind and in person, the young 
teacher fell deeply in love; but he bravely 
put this passion aside—marriage was not for 
the poor student, with no prospect of worldly 
advancement, to the invalid whe looked for- 
ward to an early death, and so he condemned 

his affection to hopelessness and silence. 

From Madison Mr. Stephens went: to Lib- 
erty county to teach the children of two gen- 
tlemen. Other children, whose parents 
were too poor to pay, were taken 
into the sehoul, and taught without remuner- 
ation, and in this way the poor young man 
whoowed bis own education to the gener- 
osity of others, begun to manifest that re- 
markable generosity and benevolence which 
will blossom around his memory forever. 

IN LAW AT CRAWFORDVILLE, 
In 1834 Mr. Stephens, who was then twen- 
ty-four years old, gave up teaching altogether, 
and returned to the up country to prepare 
himself for the bar, He had an opportunity 
to enter the oftice of Mr. Gray A. Chandler, a 
successful lawyer in Warren county, butafter 
a tour on horseback in the western portion of 
the state, for purposes of health and recrea-

alone. He began his studies at Crawfordville

His form was remarkably frail and ,glen- 
der. His thin chestnut hair was brushed 
away from thin and bloodless cheeks. 

The experience of Mr. Stephens was that 
of most young lawyers. Admission to the bar 
did not bring clients. He had serious fits of 
despondency, which were varied by close ap 
plication to his studies and an interest in a 
pudding debating society. 

HIS FIRST FEE. 

The leading lawyer in the county where 
Mr. Stephens came tothe bar was Swepston 
C. Jeffries. This gentleman had determined 
to move toColumbus, Ga. Mr. Jeffries pro- 
posed to Mr. Stephens to accompany him 


and become his artner. Mr. Ste- 
phens declined, preferring to remain 
among his friends rather than 


go toa new country with flattering prospects 
of better success. The week after his admis- 
sion to the bar court was held in Wilkes 
county. He attended this court, leaving home 
on foot because he had no horse. At this 
court be received bis first fee, or rather a note 
for it. He was employed by Hezekiah Elling- 
ton, a noted character in the neighborhood, to 
regulate his papers, for which he received 
Ellington's note for $25. The first case he 
ever had where he had to argue the case be- 
fore the court was in favor of James Farmer 
before the ordinary of Taliaferro, for which he 
received two dollars in silver. Very soon af- 
ter this he was employed by James Hilsman 
a suit before the court of ordinary 
for the guardianship of a child. 
Hilsman, an @ntemperate man, married a 
widow Battle, with one child. The relatives 
of the child’s father desired to take the 
child and procured letters of guardianship, 
and were going to take the child from the 
custody of- its mother. The case created 
great excitement. The Battles were a 


twenty dollars. Mr. Stephens made a great 
reputation in the argument of this case, The 
eloquent picture he drew of

offspring made every one forget the frailties of
